It Is commonly supposed that In 
these days there is no imprisonment 
for debt in England, but *the supposi­ 
tion is w*rong, both in substance and 
in fact. 
.True, the term “imprisonment for 
debt” is done away with, perhaps be-J 
cause the debtor does not pay bis debt 
by going to prison, yet to prison he j 
goes for it all the same, although in , 
the cy«*s and in the phraseology of the I 
law* he goes there for “contempt of j 
court,“ whereas in IAI per cent of such ; 
cases the poor defaulter suffers his j 
seven, fourteen or twenty-eight days i 
“close confinement” solely because of I 
his inability to pay the monthly sum j 
ordered by the judge or tile magis­ 
trate. 
Nor, as already said, does the incar­ 
ceration pay what is owing. F'or if the I 
creditor chooses to do so he can have I 
the debtor committed again immedi­ 
ately after one term has been served 
and so on as long as the debtor lives, 
because the judgment goes on forever 
unless the amount of P be paid. 
But a second commitment on the 
same judgment is very rare. 
1 
At the jail in a certain eastern coun­ 
ty, where the writer of thi9 article 
spent fourteen days, he was not re­ 
ceived quite as d felon would be, but

should be protection both in the business 
district 
and the suburbs. 
If 


the overhead system is best, adopt it; if the underground system is best 


adopt it. 
But don’t let the companies dictate the ordinance.

H IS NAVY IS OUT OF ACTION 


So tho Grand H a k e Alexia N atu rall y F o l ­ 
lo w s Its E x a m p le . 


St. Petersburg. June 16.— The sensa­ 
tional announcem ent w as made shortly 
before midnight that Grand Duke Alex­ 
is, the high admiral, who is au uncle 
o f the emperor, and Admiral Avellan, 
head of the Russian admiralty depart­ 
ment, had resigned. 
This announce­ 
m ent w as followed a few m inutes later 
by an imperial rescript relieving the 
grand duke of the supreme direction 
of the navy, which he had held since 
the days of the emperor’s father. A lex­ 
ander III. w hen Russia resolved to en­ 
ter the lists as a first-class sea power 
and to build up a great navy, the rem­ 
nants of which w ere destroyed in the 
Lattle of the Sea of Japan. 
Although from time to time since 
the war began there have been rumors 
th at the grand duke would retire on
